Crawford AuSable School 
Board officials are considering 
putting a Headlee rollback 
amendment proposal on the 
May school election ballot. 

Under Proposal A, the school 
funding measure passed by vot- 
ers tn 1994, school districts are 
required to levy [8 mills on non- 
homestead properties. The 
Headlee Amendment, however, 
requires the district to adjust the 
amount of taxes it levies annual- 
ly to accommodate for the rate 
of inflation. Districts can place a 
Headlee rollback, which is also 
referred to as a Headlee over- 
ride, on the election ballot to 
recover the funding. 

The school district stands to 
Jose $50,000 to the Headlee: 

Amendment for the 2006-2007: 
school year, Superintendent Joe: 
Powers said. The district will: 
not receive $35,000 in tax rev- 
enues for the current school year. 
due to the Headlee Amendment.: 

The proposal only applies to:

Snowmobile association to 
receive additional funding

In an effort to help offset the 
expenses of rising fuel prices, 
the state has upped its funding 
for the AuSable — Valley 
Snowmobile Association 
(AVSA). The organization will 
now be compensated $4.34 per 
mile in grooming expenses, 
which is a 44 cent increase from 
last season. 

“It helps tremendously,” said 
AVSA President Richard Filley. 
Forty-four cents may not seem 
like much, but in the expensive 
world of trail grooming, every 
litde bit helps. 

“Grooming trails is a losing 
proposition,” said — Filley. 
Groomers run on diesel fuel. 
The AVSA recently spent $2.81 
per gallon to fill the mammoth 
500 gallon tank of a grooming 
vehicle. 

Sound expensive? It is — espe- 
cially when you consider the fact 
that groomers are hardly fuel 
efficient. According to Filley, 
they get just over one mile per 
gallon. 

“We lose money every mile 
iat we groom,” said Filley. Last 
year, the AVSA received $3.90 
per mile for expenses, $1.23 of 
which was allocated specifically 
for fuel expenses. Yet they were 
paying about $1.80 per mile in 
fuel, which equals a 57 cent 
deficit. 

“Everything works off num- 
bers,” said Filley, In fact, state 
funding left the AVSA short by 
about $6,000 per year. Despite 
the increase in funding by nearly 
half a dollar per mile, Filley 
actually expects this deficit to 
increase this season if the same 
amount of nuleage from last year 
is groomed.

“If we groom the same 
mileage, we’ll probably spend 
$5,500 more (than last season),” 
said Filley. Why can’t the AVSA 
just put the full $4.34 into firel? 
The rest of the money is drained 
by maintenance and labor 
expenses. Not that anyone in the 
AVSA is getting paid. 

“All our drivers are volun- 
teers,” said Filley. At the begin- 
ning of the season, the organiza- 
tion funneled a large amount of 
money into making sure all of 
their equipment was up-to-date 
and top of the line, 

“We've focused our efforts on 
equipment,’ said Filley. So if the 
organization will potentially be 
short by over $1,000 in state 
funding this season, does that 
mean its time to pack up and 
head somewhere else to sled this

year? No chance. 

“We're a solvent organiza- 
tion,” said Filley, who does not 
expect a major budget crisis this 
year, despite rising cxpeiises. 
The AVSA has implemented a 
highly effective independent 
fund raising program. 

“All of our additional funding 
comes from the tratl map we do 
every year,’ said Filley. Thanks 
to a well organized advertising 
program connected to the yearly 
trail map, the AVSA has man- 
aged to break even every year so 
far. 

Why do the extra work instead 
of just reducing the amount of 
mileage that is groomed? 
According to Filley, the reason is 
simple. It’s because AVSA vol- 
unteers simply love to snowmo- 
bile and want to see the popular 


winter sport prosper in Crawford’ 
County. 

Snowmobile enthusiasts can 
help by being respectful of the 
rail system. Traiis signs are 


_ expensive and are installed in the 


pre-season. When they are 
knocked over or stolen, they 
must be re-purchased and then 
painstakingly drilled into the 
ground, below layers of snow 
and ice. According to Filley, 
many signs are stolen each sea- 
son. 

“It’s a huge safety issue,” said 
Filley. Not every county has 
access to massive stretches of 
groomed trails. With the cooper- 
ation of the community, the 
AVSA is here in Crawford 
County to ensure that safe, fun 
and free snowmobiling is there 
for everyone to enjoy.

“We've done a lot of catch up 
work over the years and now we 
need to do some planning and 
decide where we are going to 
spend our resources,” Lowe said.

The Department of 
Environmental Quality is also 
urging the city to drill a third 
well for the water system. 

Planning for the replacement 
of sewer lines along the I-75 
Business Loop, which will be 
reconstructed in 2009 from M- 
72 East to M-72 West by the 


Michigan Department — of 
Transportation, is another priori- 
ty for city officials and engi- 
neers. 

“Those are some of the oldest 
water and sewer lines in the city, 
so while the Business Loop is 
torn up, we are going to try to do 
the work and make sure it’s done

TYPES OF GLAUCOMA 

Following are the most common forms of glaucoma, 
courtesy of The Glaucoma Foundation: 

Open-Angle Glaucoma: This is the most common type: 
normally associated with increased IOP, which can lead to 
visual-field loss and optic-nerve damage. There is no visi- 
ble abnormality with the trabecular meshwork. However, 
the aqueous fluid ts unable to flow correctly. 

Normal Tension Glaucoma (low tension glaucoma): 
Characterized by progressive wptic-nerve damage and visu- 
al-field loss with a normal IOP. It may be related to poor 
blood flow to the optic nerve or other factors, which lead to 
death of the cells. 

Angle-Closure Glaucoma: A form where the anterior 
chamber tends to be smaller than average. Occurs when the 
ability of aqueous fluid to pass between the iris and lens on 
its way to the anterior chamber decreases, causing fluid 
pressure to build up behind the iris further narrowing the 
angle between the eye’s lens and the iris. When the angle is 
completely blocked, an acute glaucoma attack results. This 
condition tends to be inherited, and often, several members 
of the family will be afflicted.

Freedom in Detroit on June 23, 
1963, over 125,000 men, women 
and children walked down 
Woodward Avenue to Jeffersci: 
signs and 
singing “We Shall Overcome.” 
The march ended at Cobo Hall 
where the crowd: heard a young 
charismatic minister giving an 
inspiring speech. 

The minister spoke of the 
“commitment to nonviolence in 
this struggle for freedom all over 
the United States.” He told his 
audience that “the shape of the 
world today does not afford us 
the luxury of an anemic democ- 
racy.” He exhorted the crowd, 
“Now is the time to make real the 
promises of democracy... Now is 
the time to lift our nation from 
the quicks&nds of racial injustice 
to the solid rock of racial jus- 
tice.” 

In closing, the minister shared 
his dream. “deeply rooted in the 
American dream,’ where “the 
sons of former slaves and the 
sons of former slave owners will 
be able to live together as broth-

Dr, King’s historic speech was 
rooted in the long struggle for 
nonviolent social change and full 
civil rights for people of color.

King led the Montgomery bus 
boycott to protest the arrests of 
Mrs. Rosa Parks and the segrega- 
tion of the bus system in 
Montgomery, Ala. 

Through scores of speeches, 
nonviolent protest and plain old 
hard work, Dr. King was insiru- 
mental in the passage of the Civil 
Rights Act of 1964 and the 
Voting Rights Act of 1965. His

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Otsego Memorial Hospital adopts a smoke-free policy 


Otsego Memorial Hospital, in 
Gaylord, has expanded its 
smoke free environment policy 
to include not only the health- 
care facility but also all proper- 
ty owned by the Hospital, 
including parking lots, vehicles 
and off site buildings. 

“The Smoke-Free 
Environment Policy has the 
support of the Board of 
Directors, administration and 
staff of Otsego Memorial 
Hospital,” said Thomas R. 
Lemon, Chief Executive Offtcer 
of OMH. 

The OMH — Smoke-Free 
Environment policy bans smok- 
ing entirely from Hospital 
grounds. The policy prohibits 
staff from smoking during paid 


work hours, including rest and 
meal periods. Visitors will be 
required to extinguish all smok- 
ing materials while on Hospital 
property. Any patient or visitor 
who insists on smoking will be 
required to leave hospital prop- 
erty to do so. 

Because the Hospital building 
has long been smoke-free, it is 
OMH’s practice to offer 
patients who smoke nicotine 
replacement therapy during 
thetr hospital stay to ease with- 
drawal symptoms, All patients 
who smoke are advised to quit 
smoking and smoking cessation 
advice and support is available 
to any patients wishing to make 
a quit attempt. 

“Our policy is designed to 


provide the best environment 
for patient care possible,” said 
Diane Fisher, Vice President of 
Patient Care Services. “It is not 
only the direct health hazard of 
smoking which is being 
addressed, but the exposure to 
second hand smoke and the 
physical impact smoking has on 
patients.” 

“The evidence that second 
hand smoke poses serious 
health risks to non-smokers is 
irrefutable,” said Leah Cygan, 
Director of the 
Cardiopulmonary Department 
and Cardiac and Pulmonary 
Rehabilitation. “Even 30 min- 
utes of short term exposure dou- 
bles the risk of a heart attack for 
48 hours and the chemicals 


emitted from cigarettes that 


cling to clothing and skin of 


smokers can be absorbed 
through the skin of non-smok- 
ers.” 

“The new OMH policy was 
developed by a task force repre- 
senting a cross-section of staff 
and departments,” said Fisher. 
“Although employees are not 
required to quit smoking, we 
have provided six months of 
incentives to encourage our 
staff members to become tobac- 
co-free.” Fisher added that the 
support and incentives to 
encourage staff to quit will con- 
tinue even after Nov, 1. 

“My staff and I see the impact 
of smoking every single day, 
over and over again,’ Cygan 


said. “Smoking and tobacco 
use cause and complicate dis- 
ease. This policy helps ensure 
that our patient care environ- 
ment and staff work environ- 
ment are as healthy as possible.” 

The OMH Smoke Free 
Environment Policy is available 
for review in brochure format 
from the registration areas and 
nursing units in the Hospital, as 
well as in patient waiting areas. 

The Hospital provides smok- 
ing cessation support and edu- 
cation in a series of ongoing 
classes and programs that can 
be tailored to the work environ- 
ment.

What a global positioning 
device does for the adventurer, 
the Stryker Navigation System 
is doing for orthopedic surgeons 
at Otsego Memorial Hospital. 

“The navigation system 
allows the surgeon to more 
accurately pinpoint the place- 
ment of the artificial hip or knee 
joint,” said Angus Goetz, DO, of 
N’Orthopedics, P.C. “Its a 
computer-aided method — of 
determining precisely how to 
prepare the joint for the implant 
and to more accurately align the 
joint to maximize the potential 
for normal range of motion.” 

Otsego Memorial Hospital 
(OMH) purchased the new sys- 
tem for use by orthopedic sur- 
geons. 

“This system is the only one 
of its kind in northern 
Michigan,” said Sandy 
Oltersdorf, RN, Director of 
Surgical Services at OMH. “In 


addition to being the first in the 
region to offer this enhanced 
service to patients, we also will 
be a teaching site for other sur- 
geons who want to see how the 
device assists surgeons during 
joint replacement surgery.” 

“We are fortunate to have a 
computer-aided navigation sys- 
tem available for use with joint 
replacement surgery,” said 
Frederick D, Rau, M.D., of 
Alpine Orthopedics. “There are 
very few places in the county 
that have this equipment and 
OMH is truly on the forefront of 
this technology.” 

The Stryker Navigation sys- 
tem uses an infrared camera and 
instruments along with unique 
tracking software to continually 
monitor the position and align- 
ment of the implant components 
in relation to the patient’s anato- 
my. Wireless instruments send 
data to the computer. The com-

puter analyzes and displays data 
on a monitor in the form of 
charts and graphs that supply 
the surgeon with the angles, 
lines, and measurements needed 
to accurately align the prosthet- 
ic knee or hip components with 
the patient’s body. 

“It's like having a GPS 
System in the operating room,” 
said Dr. Goetz. “With it, we can 
give a patient a new knec that 
has the optimal strength, stabili- 
ty, and range of motion, because 
the placement is based on their 
OWN unique anatomy. 

“We have a very high rate of 
success with conventional joint 
replacement techniques, but this 
system allows us to be even 
more precise,” Dr. Goetz said. 
“With this system, patient out- 
comes are more predictable 
because the accurately placed 
prosthetics will wear more even- 
ly over time, and patients will

It may also be used by an otor 
laryngologist (an ear, nose and 
throat specialist) to create 
“maps” of areas in the brain or 
sinus cavity. The device may 
also have future orthopedic 
applications for trauma recon- 
struction, With the navigation 
system, an undamaged limb 
could be measured and digitized 
to help a surgeon reconstruct a 
traumatized limb. |

Scion of Grayling lumber barons passes away 


It is rare for a single person to 
be connected to as much history 
as former Grayling resident 
Margrethe “Jean” Michelson. 
Although Michelson died of a 
stroke on Dec. 31, her story 
remains as relevant today as ever, 
as it is lined in many ways to the 
rich legacy of this entire commu- 
nity, 

Wilson was born March 25, 
1918 to Axel E. and Elizabeth F. 
Michelson in Detroit, and resided 
there until her marriage on Aug. 
22, 1942 to Andrew F. Wilson. 
She spent most summers 
throughout her life at her famt- 
ly’s vacation home at Lake 
Margrethe, a home built by her 
father in 1923. She served as a 
Red Cross nurse’s aide at 
Providence Hospital after attend- 
ing St. Mary's College near 
South Bend, Indiana from [937 
to 1939. 

Her future husband attended 
the adjacent campus of the 
University of-Notre Dame. They 
were introduced ata St. Mary’s 
tea dance on Feb, 6, 1938. 

Mrs. Wilson was. christened 
Marerethe Jean in honor of her 
paternal grandmother, Margrethe 
Michelson. Her grandfather, 
Nels Michelson, emigrated from 
Denmark to Northern Michigan 
in the 1860s, making Grayling 
his home, 

Nels Michelson and his busi- 
ness partner Rasmus Hanson 
established several lumber com- 
panies that operated throughout 
northern Michigan. Nels’s wife 
and Rasmus’s wife, who was also 
named Margrethe, were cousins. 

Jean’s aunt, Karen Elizabeth 
(Michelson) Hartwick, affection- 
ally known as “Tante Bess,” pre- 
served one of the last stands of 


virgin white pine in Michigan 
and donated it to the state in 
honor of her husband, Edward 
Hartwick, who died in France 
during World War I. 

Colonel Hartwick had earlier 
seen action in the Spanish 
American War, as a lieutenant 
leading his all-black troops up 
San Juan Hill before the ascent of 
Teddy Roosevelt in the famous 
battle. Hartwick also served with 
General Pershing in the western 
United States. 

If that isn’t an impressive 
enough connection, Nels 
Michelson built a house at 918 
W. Boston Bivd. across the street 
from son Axel, which became 
one of the classic homes of 
Detroit, subsequently owned and 
resided in by Barry Gordy Jr, 
tounder of Motown. 

Jean’s father Axel Michelson 
established the Sunrise Club in 
1920, building a cabin on the 
AuSable. 

The Sunrise Club was a non- 
profit organization whose pur- 
pose was to “help in the propaga- 
tion and conservation of fish, 
game, and insectivorous birds, as 
well as re-forestation of lands.” 
In 1925, Axel wrote in the 
Sunnise logbook: 

“We were all brought up in the 
woods with an abundance of fish, 
game and forests and have seen 


the streams and lakes depleted,

the game almost vanish, and the 
forests fall. But through study 
and effort we have also seen the 
fish increase again, the game 
cover become populated and the 
pine tress begin to grow. 

There is still a long way to go, 
and, no doubt, many mistakes 
will be made in getting there, but 
it is only through hard and con- 
tinual effort along these lines for 
which our Club is organized that 
the desired results will be accom- 
plished.” 

After the war, Jean and Andy 
settled in Detroit, but Grayling 
remained just as much a home to 
her throughout her bie. The resi 
of her life was devoted to being a

_ Their schedule has kept the 
Lady Firebirds in good shape as 
they advance into their confer- 
ence schedule, but that didn’t 
help in the shooting department 
in Saturday’s game against 
Macomb. Both teams had to 
work to pry the lids off the bas- 
kets, with Kirtland shooting an 
abysmal 28 percent from the 
field and Macomb coming in 
only slightly better at 29 percent. 

The Firebirds simply opened 
up more opportunities on 
offense, especially by getting the 
ball inside to Williams.

The Saturday game saw the 
debut of the Firebirds’ two fresh- 
man basketball players who hail 
from Nassau, the capital city of 
the Bahamas. Both Shekira 
Knowles and Evalyn Bain saw 
some productive floor time after 
being ineligible to play their first 
semester at Kirtland. 

Mattie Taylor, a sophomore 
from Clinton Township, had a 
big game for Macomb, scoring 
31 — more than half ~ of her 
team’s points and scrapping out 
a whopping 24 rebounds. 

“We really need to work on 
defense against the gunner for 
the other team,” said Stuck.
